by Samuel J. Roberts, the outgoing col¬ 
lector of interiial revenue of the Sev¬ 
enth district of Kentucky, in honor of 
his successor. Col. Timothy A. Fied, 
was largely attended and a somewhat 
unusual event. 

Mr. Roberts has broken all internal 
revenue records for the Seventh dis¬ 
trict and the state of Kentucky In the 
length of his service as collector, his 
term extending from October 1, 1897, 
to September 1, 1910, one month short 
of 13 years. His original commission, 
signed by President McKinley, Just 
as be was leaving Washington for 
l^ttke Champlain on his drat vacation, 
is dated July 28, 1897. 

Collector P. G. Rennick, of the Pe- 
cria (lUf) district which collects the 
largest revenue of all the districts in 
Aiherica. and Collector L. F. Petty, of 
Louisville, possibly the next largest, 
accepted invitations to the dinner. 

Mr: Roberts has had the rather un¬ 
usual record of serving under three 
presidents and six commissioners of 
internal revenue. CoL Field was nom¬ 
inated and confirmed In January, but 
as an act of special courtesy to Mr. 
Roberts it; was ‘ordered by President 
Taft that fhe transfer of office should 
not be made until September, which 
was entirely agreeable to CoL Field. 


Henderson.—The unusual occur¬ 
rence of arresting a person charged 
with murder, wtjo was making his 
escape on the'funeral train of his al¬ 
leged victim, took place here when the 
police officers todk Charles Burton, a 
coal miner, aged 30 years, of Shel¬ 
bern, Ind., Into custody and lodged him 
in the city prison. He is a miner, and 
is charged with shooting F. J. Staples 
twice and killing him at Mine No. 1 
In Sbelburn, a coal mining town in 
Sullivan county, Ind. 

The body of Staples was in the bag 
gage car Of the train, and Burton was 
riding on the cushions of the smoker. 
Two men, who were members of the 
funeral party thgt was taking the 
corpse to a point in Daviess county for 
Interment, passed through the smoker, 
where they saw Burton and recognized 
him. 

When the train arrived at. Hender- 
sen these two members of the funeral 
party proceeded to notify Officer Bon- 
enberger, who arrested Burton. 


Four Short-Term Prisoners Escape 
From Prison at Glasgow. 

Glasgow.—Will Goodhue. Charles 
Parrish, WUl floss and James Cook¬ 
sey. confined in the county Jail here, 
made their escape. Wh-tn Capt, Na¬ 
than Burkes, the Jailer, was notified 
by other prisoners of the escape he 
found the keys in the door. How the 
pisoners got possession of the keys 
Is a mystery. Other prisoners who 
witnessed the escape tell conflicting 
stories. 

The most plausible theory is that a 
confederate acquainted with the jail 
secured the keys from the jailer’s 
room and passed them to the prison¬ 
ers, who were being allowed tbe free- 
dom of the corridor. The getaway 
created considerable excitement. They 
were all short-term prisoners. 


Louisville.—Efforts are betng put 
forth td bring about a record-breaking 
attendance at the atatie good roads 
convention, which will be held at the 
Kentucky State fair at Louisville on 
September 15. State Senator J. F. 
Bosworth. of Mfddlesbore. is president 
*bf the Kentucky Good Roads asso¬ 
ciation and he has just Issued a call 
for the convention, which has been 
addressed to all county Judges, fiscal 
courts and the commercial organiza¬ 
tions throughout the state. Gov. Will- 
sou has also issued an appeal that the 
convention be largely attended. J. W. 
Newman, secretary of tbe fair asso¬ 
ciation, has supplemented the call of 
Senator 1 Bosworth by letters to good 
roads enthusiasts In all sections of the 
commonwealth. Senator Bosworih's 
good roads bill failed of passage in 
the last - session of the general assem¬ 
bly. but he is of the opinion that laws 
will be enacted at the next session of 
legislature. 


Maj. Collier la Commissioned as Ken¬ 
tucky Revenue Agent. 

Louisville.—Maj. W. H. Collier has 
received his commission from Wash¬ 
ington, making him revenue agent. 
This is what is known as the secret 
service branch of the department, and 
has a salary of $3,<500 attached. It is 
expected that he will take charge of 
the revenue agency at Cincinnati this 
reek- He >vas formerly a deputy in 
the internal revenue department. 


F rankfort.—Atty. Gen. James 
Breathitt mailed to W. 8. Fitzgerald, 
of Danyille, president of the State 
Jailers' 'association. ; an opinion, in 
which he holds that the present Jailers 
can not receive the increased fees al¬ 
lowed them in an act of the last leg 
lElature. Breathitt holds that the 
charging of fees j can not be legally 
done during their 1 term of office. Jail¬ 
ers elected for the next terms will 
receive 75 cents a day for the main¬ 
tenance of prisoners, but the present 
jailers will only be allowed 50 cents 
a day for the maintenance of prison-

STANDARD OF 

GOOD ROAD 


Demand of Present Age Is fa r 
Highway That Is Smooth, 
Hard and Usable Every 
Day la Year. 


< By HOWARt) H. GROSS.) 
j The roads of thq central west have 
been so proverbially bad for the last 
generation that the people have fixed 
| a low standard for what they term a 
j good road. All of the earth roads are 
sometimes good and when In prime 
j condition, as they now and then are, 
1 nothing could be better, but when the 
' rain comes and the frost heaves, they 
' aro about the wrost possible. Those 
| who have seen some of the better 
t roads of New England, and the high¬ 
ways of. FJurope, will fix a much high¬ 
er standard. The demand of the age 
Is for a road that Is smooth, hard, and 
usable every day in the year, that the 
road condition shall In no manner in¬ 
terfere with the use of it. This can 
only be brought about, first, by prop¬ 
er grading and a thorough drainage, 
which is the most important feature 
of road-building, and next, to cover It 
with a hard, smooth, wearing sur- 
| face of long life. 

Economy In road buildiag doea not 
necessarily mean low first cost. On 
the contrary, this low first coat is apt 
to make the road expensive to main¬ 
tain. It la better to add 25 per cent, 
or 50 per cent, to the cost In the first 
Instance and secure long life and low 
maintenance. In the central west 
gravel, crushed lime atone, and where 
available, blast furnace slag, are the 
materials from which the main part 
of the road should be constructed. 
Four or live inches of these materials 
will form a good foundation for the 
wearing surface. This should be a 
harder substance. What is known as 
Wisconsin granite is the best mate¬ 
rial available In the central west for 
wearing surface. Enormous quanti¬ 
ties of It are found throughout the 
central portion of the Badger state. 
Three Inches of this material spread 
upon a highway, thoroughly com¬ 
pacted and bonded with some asphal 
tie mixture, such aa the asphaltic 
residuum of Texas petroleum, some 
products of coal tar, or, best of all, 
granulated asphaltic rock, will give a 
surface of excellent texture, dustless 
and with wearing qualities at least 
twice that of lime stone and two or 
three times that of ordinary gravel. 
Upon the roads that have the heavy 
traffic, It Is better to use materials of 
this nature for (he wearing surface. 
'With roads of less traffic, gravel or 
lime stone will serve the purpose ad¬ 
mirably. The people having In charge 
the road administration ought to real¬ 
ize that the most expensive way to 
build a road la by the annual tax levy, 
building the road little by little. The

I have found It best to ent wheat 
when It la a golden yellow. If' It Is 
cut green It Is very liable to spoil if 
a rainy season sets In on the shocks 
fall down. Especially Is this true If 
the bundles are large. If it Is left to 
stand until it is dead ripe much of it 
will be shattered at cutUng time. The 
falling of the heads on the canvas and 
the kicking or the bundles to the 
ground by the machine and the hand¬ 
ling of them in shocking will shatter 
much of the grain. Tbla is a com¬ 
plete loss. 

The shocking of the wheat la very 
Important unless it la threshed !u a 
very short time. The shocks must be 
well put together If they stand the 
wind and rain of summer months. 
It Is a good Idea to follow a system 
In building shocks. Every one ought 
to be about the same Btze and built 
after a good substantial plan. The 
following bas proved Itself to he a 
very successful way of putting bundle* 
together to squid the storms of sum¬ 
mer. 

Place three pair of bundles In a row 
and set a bundle at each end. The 
bundles In tbe pair should be set out 
at the butts to give a good slant when 
set together. It Is well to see that the 
heads of the two outside pair slant 
well to the heads of the center pair. 
The end bundles should also ■ slant 
sufficiently. Now place three bundles 
to each side and put on a couple of 
capB. 

The shock should be set with the 
end to the direction from whence most 
storms blow.
